The  Ambulance  Service  continued  under  the  direction  of  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health, 

To  the  existing  splendid  facilities  provided  at  the  Newmarket  General  Hospital 
there  was  added  Surgical  Appliances  and  Orthoptic  Clinics. 

The  Specialist  Staff  and  the  General  Practitioners  have  been  most 
co-operative  and  helpful  whenever  approached  upon  Public  Health  matters, 

73/o  of  Births  occurred  at  either  Newmarket  General  Hospital  (48/e),  or 

Cardigan  Street  Nursing  Home  (25%),  Corresponding  figures  in  1953  were 

56%  (38%)  ( 18 %). 

U5%  of  Deaths  occurred  in  Hospitals  in  1954.  In  1953  the  figure  was  374* 

The  Newmarket  Waterworks  Company  Limited  supplied  without  cuts  for  yet 

another  year  (to  almost  every  house  in  the  District)  a  water  which  again 
passed  satisfactorily  every  analysis. 

The  modernization  of  the  sewage  works  is  still  estimated  to  be  completed 
by  the  end  of  1955* 

1,116  loads  of  Domestic  Refuse  were  collected,  whi ch  is  an  increase  of 
on  the  1,041  loads  collected  during  1953* 

The  tickets  sold  at  the  Swimming  Pool  numbered  12,320  which  was  only  60% 
of  the  number  sold  in  1953® 

A  larger  number  of  treatments  for  rat  destruction  was  carried  out  during 

the  year  at  Racing  Establishments  in  the  District  -  an  insurance  cover, 
for  this  work,  up  to  £100,000  has  been  effected  by  the  Council  to 
supplement  rather  than  to  replace  the  policy  of  taking  every  possible 
precaution  to  safeguard  thoroughbreds  during  these  necessary  rodent 
operations. 

The  total  number  of  houses  built  by  the  Council  during  1954  was  8 3,  as  in 
the  previous  year  -  of  which  12  were  for  sale  to  private  owners. 

Further  progress  was  made  towards  discontinuing  the  use  as  homes  of 
unsuitable  hutments  -  but  the  housing  waiting  list  figure  increased. 

Milk.  All,  but  one,  samples  of  milk  gave  a  satisfactory  result. 

Meat  rationing  ended  early  in  July  1954  -  the  Newmarket  Slaughterhouse  has 
been  continued  under  private  management  but  with  almost  the  same  staff 
who  have  maintained  their  high  standards  of  cleanliness  and  hygiene. 

The  decline,  previously  noted,  in  the  number  of  cattle  affected  with 
Tuberculosis  among  those  slaughtered,  continued.

Save  for  Measles,  179  cases,  the  incidence  of  all  Infectious  Disease  v/as 
quitw  low  during  1954. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  National  Health  Insurance  Sickness  Claims  were 
raised  to  the  level  classified  as  Epidemic  owing  to  the  prevalence  of 
Influenza  of  a  mild  type.  The  number  of  these  claims  very  rapidly 
fell  to  normal  seasonal  level. 

The  four  notified  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  include  3  notified  from  the 
Newmarket  General  Hospital  as  positive  Salmonella  Typhimurium  -  all 
three  were  part  of  a  more  extensive  outbreak  originating  in  a 
Cambridgeshire  village.  The  fourth  case  notified  was  that  of  a  three- 
year-old  child  who  was  bilious  following  rummaging  in  a  dust  bin. 
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SECTION _ B. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA . 


(a)  LABORATORY  FACILITIES.  The  Emergency  Public  Health  Labor atory, 
Tennis  Court  Road,  Cambridge,  under  the  directorship  of  Dr - R. M-Fry, provides 
an  excellent  bacteriological  service  and  most  readily  discusses  and  advises 
on  any  epidemiological  or  similar  problem. 

Dr . S.Greenburgh, Public  Analyst,  Tenison  Road, Cambridge 0 gives  a  similar 
efficient,  helpful  service  when  chemical  analyses  are  required,, 

(b)  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES.  These  services  since  July  1953  have  been 
provided  directly  by  the  County  Council  under  the  direction  of  Dr.D.A. 
McCracken,  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

(c)  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME.  The  West  Suffolk  County  Council  District 
Nurse-Midwives  carry  out  these  duties. 

(d)  CLINICS  AND  TREaTINNT  CENTRES.  The  County  Council  held  Infant 
Welfare  Clinics  in  Newmarket  every  fortnight  and  at  Exning  once  a  month 
throughout  the  year.

SANITARY  CIRC JMS TECNCES  OP  THE  AREA. 


(i)  WATER.  Thu  Newmarket  Waterworks  Company  Limited  supplies  the  Urhcan 
District,  in  which  only  15  dwelling  houses  (all  in  remote  parts  of  the 
District)  are  without  a  main  water  supply.  Two  wells  in  the  chalk  at 
Southfields  Pumping  Station?  connected  by  an  adits  are  the  source  of  supply. 
The  water  is  chlorinated  and  pumped  to  a  storage  reservoir  at  Warren  Hill, 
which  has  a  capacity  of  260,000  gallons. 

The  supply  was  maintained  without  any  cuts  throughout  the  year. 

During  the  year  15  samples  were  taken  direct  from  the  well  at 
Southfields  for  bacteriological  examination,  and  all  were  reported  as  being 
satisfactory.  Sixteen  samples  wore  taken  from  the  mains  for  bacteriological 
examination,  and  these  too  were  satisfactory,  all  with  Nil  B.  Coli  per  100  mis 

One  sample  was  taken  from  a  private  well  at  Melapis  Apiaries,  Exning, 
and  this  was  satisfactory.

(ii)  DRAINAGE  xUID  SEWERAGE, 

The  whole  of  the  sewerage  of  the  Urban  District  (with  the  exception  of 
a  few  properties  which  are  drained  to  cesspools  in  the  outlying  parts  of 
the  District) ,is  treated  at  the  Council’s  two  Sewage  Works,  The  Main  Works, 
serving  an  estimated  population  of  8,800  persons,  is  at  Newmarket, giving 
a  D.W.F.  of  445 » 000  gallons  per  day,  and  the  smaller  Sewage  Works, serving 
an  estimated  population  of  1,550  is  at  Exiling, giving  a  D.W.F.of  57?000 
gallons  per  day. 

Both  these  Works  were  constructed  in  1900  as  Contact  Bed  systems. 

The  scheme  (prepared  by  Mr.  Waterfall,  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor) 
which  has  been  referred  to  in. previous  annual  reports  (for  dispensing  with 
the  existing  Steam  Pumping  Plant  and  providing  electrically  operated  pumps 
and  Screening  Plant  and  for  a  new  length  of  24”  sewer  with  a  self  cleansing 
velocity  to  supercede  the  unsatisfactory  brick  culvert),  was  commenced  in 
April,  1954 9  and  is  due  to  be  completed  towards  the  end  of  1955* 

The  construction  of  buildings  and  the  installation  of  electrically 
operated  compressors  at  both  Newmarket  and  Exning  were  completed  during 
the  year. 

During  the  year  the  Council  have  continued  their  service  for  free 
cesspool  cleansing  with  their  500  gallon  Scammell  Gulley  and  Cesspool 
Emptier  once  every  quarter  to  properties  not  on  the  sewerage  system 
within  the  District. 


As  a  provision  against  the  fouling  of  the  Sewage  ’  Works  and  Filters 
the  Eastern  Gas  Board  delivered  by  tanker  and  deposited  on  the  Sewage 
Works  Site  585  loads  of  gas  liquor  during  1954. 

2.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS . 

The  final  effluent  from  the  Sewage  Works  is  given  land  treatment 
before  being  discharged  into  the  stream  which  joins  the  River  Snail  at 
Snailwell. 

3.  (i)  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

In  the  District  only  two  farms  and  thirteen  houses,  without  a  piped 
water  supply,  are  without  water  closets® 

(ii)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  cleansing  of  highways  and  road  gullies,  collection  of  house 
refuse,  shop  refuse,  trade  refuse  and  salvage,  is  carriedout  by  direct 
labour  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  F.  B.  Waterfall,  the  Engineer  and 
Surveyor,  who  reports: - 

"Domestic  Refuse  is  collected  by  a  Scammell  Scarab  with  Eosloo 
Self-loading  18  cub. yds.  Refuse  Collector  and  partly  by  a  Scammell 
12  cub, yds®  Moving  Floor  Refuse  Collector. 

A  total  of  1,116  loads  of  refuse  were  collected  during  the  year 
ending  31st  December , 1954s  and  disposed  of  at  the  Sewage  Works  Site  by 
controlled  tipping.  The  tip  is  regularly  treated  with  suitable  Tip  Dress¬ 
ing  as  a  precaution  against  breeding  of  flies  and  crickets, etc. and'  also 
the  tip  is  treated  regularly  for  the  destruction  of  rats® 

195  lorry  loads  of  Shop  Refuse  were  delivered  privately  to  the  Council's 
tip®  1,002  part  loads  of  various  capacity  of  Trade  Refd.se  were  brought  to 
the  Works  by  private  traders  during  the  year  ending  31st  December, 1954* 

During  the  year  137  tons  of  waste  paper  were  salvaged,baled  and  sold 
to  the  Paper  Mills."  -  8  - _ _

(iv)  SHOPS  AND  OFFICES,  3  Inspections  were  made  under  the  Shops  Act, 

(v)  CAMPING-  SITES.  There  are  no  licenced  camping  sites  in  the  District, 

One  licence  was  issued  to  station  and  use  a  moveable  dwelling  for  a 
temporary  period, 

(vi)  SMOKE  ABATEMENT.  Newmarket  has  no  heavy  industries  and  is, 
therefore.,  comparatively  free  from  industrial  atmospheric  pollution. 

Eleven  smoke  observations  were  made  but  no  smoke  emission  occurred 
which  could  be  regarded  as  a  statutory  nuisance. 

During  visits  to  boiler  houses  the  opportunity  was  taken  to  impress 
on  stokers  the  necessity  for  correct  methods  of  boiler  firing. 

(vii)  G Ili vi.Ij'.Cr  POOL.  The  Council  own  a  modern  open-air  swimming  pool. 
Water  for  the  pool  is  obtained  from  the  Newmarket  Waterworks  Company's  mains- 
Circulation  of  the  water  is  continuous,  the  water  being  passed  through  a 
Bell  horizontal  sand  filter, and  suitably  chlorinated. 

The  pool  was  open  from  8th  May  to  11th  September,  1954.  The  number  of 
tickets  sold  was  12,320  of  which  4p089  were  to  adults  and  8,231  to  children0 
In  addition  there  were  30  adult  and  148  children  season  ticket  holders. 

All  9  samples  of  swimming  pool  water  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  were  satisfactory,  save  only  the  first  which  was  taken  before 
the  rate  of  chlorination  had  been  determined. 

Thirty-six  inspections  were  made  regarding  general  cleanliness  of 
dressing  cubicles,  sanitary  accommodation  and  pool  surrounds. 

Arrangement  were  made  with  the  West  Suffolk  Education  Committee  and 
the  Cambridgeshire  Education  Committee  for  the  attendance  of  school  children 
on  each  morning  Monday  to  Friday  during  the  school  summer  term. 
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(VIII)  ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUC-G  AND  OTHER  VERMIN.

Eighty-seven  visits  were  paid,  to  houses  occupied  "by  persons  who  had 
been  allotted  Council  houses,  in  order  that  the  dwellings  which  they 
occupied  and  their  furniture  could  be  inspected,  and  if  necessary,  freed 
from  vermin,  before  removal  to  a  new  house.  The  three  cases  of  bed  bug 
infestation  were  discovered  as  a  result  of  these  visits  in  houses  subject 
to  demolition  orders. 

Seventy-four  wasp  nests  were  destroyed  with  sodium  cyanide  or 
Zaldecide  D.D.T. 

RATS  AND  MICE. 

The  Council  employ  two  operators,  Mr.  Poster  and  Mr.  Gallant,  on  the 
work  of  rodent  destruction.  Inspections  and  treatments  of  premises  were 
carried  out  where  infestations  were  notified  by  occupiers,  as  well  as 
systematic  inspections  of  the  District  and  treatment  of  premises  where 
necessary. 

Free  treatment  was  given  at  dwelling  houses,  but  a  charge  was  made 
for  treatments  at  business  premises.  Prom  the  1st  July,  1954?  the  charge 
for  treatments  at  business  premises  was  increased  from  5/~  to  7/6d.  per 
hour.  The  Council  had  under  consideration  the  advisability  of  increasing 
the  insurance  cover  against  accident  during  poisoning  operations  to  destroy 
rats,  particularly  with  reference  to  treatments  in  racing  stables,  and 
decided  to  increase  the  insurance  cover  up  to  £100,000.  The  Ministry  of^ 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries  agreed  to  this  step,  provided  that  the  charge  for 
treatment  at  business  premises  was  increased  to  7/6d.  per  hour,  as  stated 
above. 

The  sewers  were  test  baited,  but  only  very  slight  infestation  was 
found.  Two  maintenance  treatments  were  carried  out  in  the  sections  of 
sewers  found  to  be  affected.  In  view  of  the  very  slight  infestation  in 
sewers,  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  has  agreed  that  next  year 
the  test-baiting  of  the  sewers  can  be  discontinued  and  that  the  part 
previously  found  to  be  infested  be  given  an  annual  treatment. 

Five  treatments  were  carried  out  at  the  Council’s  Sev/age  and  Refuse 
Disposal  Works,  and  a  total  of  266  rat  bodies  were  found  after  these 
treatments. 

Thirty-two  treatments  were  carried  out  at  Racing  Stables  following 
which  373  rat  bodies  were  found.  This  at  such  premises  is  four  treatments 
more  than  the  previous  y^ar,  and  reflects  the  continued  co-operation  of 
trainers,  and  their  confidence  in  the  Council's  services.

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Mr0  P»  D,  Lees,  the  Council  Architect,,  has  kindly  supplied  the 
following  notes  on  Housing  Progress  during  1954:- 

"During  1954  the  system  of  issuing  housing  allocations  to  Local 
Authorities  was  reintroduced  "by  the  Government  hut  this  did  not 
affect  the  houses  which  had  been  commenced  under  the  programmes 
prepared  by  the  Council  in  1952  and  1953  and  for  the  second  year 
in  succession,  the  number  of  dwellings  completed  during  the  year 
reached  the  very  satisfactory  total  of  33.  All  these  dwellings  were 
to  the  new  reduced  "People1 a  House"  standards  which  have  proved  to 
"be  reasonably  satisfactory  in  practice  though  it  is  felt  that  some 
increase  in  the  size  of  the  smaller  dwellings  would  be  more  than 
justified  hy  the  very  much  greater  convenience  which  could  be  provided 
for  a  small  additional  outlay, 

1954  also  saw  the  end  of  the  Council's  present  programme  of 
non-traditional  house  building  and  indicated  that  there  may  be  some 
difficulties  to  overcome  in  the  future  in  the  satisfactory  heating 
and  maintenance  of  some  of  these  new  types  of  dwelling*  The  accounts 
for  some  of  the  earlier  contracts  for  non-traditional  houses  were 
also  settled  during  the  year  and  the  very  high  final  costs  seemed  to 
show  that  the  facts  that  the  Council’s  technical  officers  are  unable  to 
exercise  complete  control  of  this  type  of  contract,  is  likely  to 
render  it  impossible  to  exercise  the  economy  which  has  been  customary 
on  the  Council's  other  building  projects. 

There  have  been  several  new  developments  in  housing  policy  during 
the  last  twelve  months  including  the  dreuislon  to  abandon,  as  soon  as 
possible,  the  hutted  dwellings  which  have  had  to  be  used  for  housing 
purposes  since  the  War.  The  first  site  to  be  affected  was  "C"  Site 
off  the  Exning  Road  where  17  dwellings  v/ere  vacated  and  the  inhabitants 
rehoused.  A  complete  survey  of  "B"  Site  was  carried  out  in  1954  and 
the  dwellings  scheduled  for  vacation  in  order  cf  priority  based  on 
their  condition  at  that  time.  As  a  result  of  this  survey,  it  was 
resolved  that  tenants  of  8  dwellings  should  be  rehoused  as  soon  as 
circumstances  permitted  and  that  their  hutments  should  not  be 
reoccupied.  It  was  realised  that  the  remaining  hutments,  totalling  27 9 
on  two  sites,  would  deteriorate  as  time  went  on  and  it  was  decided 
that  their  condition  should  be  reviewed  periodically  and  that  they 
should  be  vacated  as  necessary. 

The  policy  of  building  houses  for  sale  was  continued  during  the 
year  and  a  further  12  houses  were  completed  and  sold.  The  Council 
has  now  decided  to  embark  on  a  bigger  scheme  for  the  erection  of  a 
smaller  type  of  house  which  it  is  hoped  will  prove  attractive  to 
people  who  would  like  to  own  their  own  homes  but  whose  resources  Yrill 
not  enable  them  to  embark  on  building  projects  of  their  own. 

The  Housing  List. 


In  spite  of  the  very  satisfactory  total  of  houses  completed 
during  the  year,  the  list  of  housing  applicants  has  increased  but, 
once  again,  its  composition  has  changed  and  there  is  now  evidence  of  an 
increased  demand  for  dwellings  suitable  for  aged  people.  This  alteration 
indicates  that  the  Council  has  now  dealt  with  the  most  urgent  needs  of 
people  wifch  large  grov/ing  families  and  that  the  attempts  now  being 
made  to  satisfy  the  needs  of  young  married  couples  with  or  without 
small  families  are  meeting  with  reasonable  success.  As  this  type  of 
applicant  is  rehoused  and  young  couples  are  relieved  of  the  necessity 
of  living  with  "in-laws",  it  follows  that  there  are  cases  who-re  old 
people  are  left  living  in  a  house  which  could  well  accommodate  a  bigger 
family  and  these  old  couples  tend  to  join  the  list  of  applicants  for 
smaller  dwellings.  The  tendency  of  the  average  age  of  population 
to  increase  is  also  reflected  in  the  growing  number  of  applications  of 
this  type.  "

(b)  ICE-CREAM,  There  is  only  one  premise  in  the  District  which  is 
registered  under  Section  14,  Pood  J  Drugs  Act*  1938*  for  the 
manufacture*  storage  and  sale  of  ice-cream.  This  manufacturer  uses  a 
complete  cold  mix  powder  and  no  heat  treatment  is  therefore  involved. 

Twenty-eight  other  premises  are  registered  for  the  storage  and 
sale  of  ice-cream.  Very  little  unwrapped  ice-cream  is  sold*  the 
majority  of  dealers  trade  only  in  the  wrapped  blocks  or  cartons  of 
ice-cream  as  it  is  received  from  large  manufacturers.

(c)  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

Meat  Inspection.  The  year  saw  the  end  of  meat  rationing  at  midnight 
on  the  3rd  July*  1954s  and  slaughtering  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  was 
discontinued  on  the  29th  June*  1954*  Up  to  this  date  all  slaughtering 
of  animals  for  human  consumption  for  the  Urban  District*  and  the 
surrounding  Rural  Districts  of  Newmarket  and  Mildenhall*  took  place 
at  the  Government  controlled  slaughterhouse  in  Newmarket.  Thereafter 
the  slaughterhouse  was  taken  over  by  Mr.  L.  G.  Drake*  who  had  been  the 
Ministry’s  Slaughterhouse  Manager*  for  business  as  a  slaughtering 
contractor  and  wholesaler.

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The  change  ovur  was  not  accomplished  without  some  difficulty.  The  Council 
arranged  meetings  "between  the  butchers  (who,  under  Ministry  control  drew 
their  supplies  from  the  Newmarket  slaughterhouse),  trade  and  farmer’s 


representatives,  and  members  and  officers  of  the  local  authorities 


concerned.  It  was  decided  that  there  was  a  need  for  the  Newmarket 
slaughterhouse  to  continue  in  operation,  and  that  the  trade  preferred  that 
it  should  be  run  privately,  rather  than  by  the  Council.  The  outcome  of  the 
meetings  was  that  Mr.  L.  0.  Drake  offered  to  approach  the  Ministry  with  a 
view  to  taking  the  lease  of  the  slaughterhouse,  and  that  he  would  carry  out 
slaughtering  for  all  desiring  to  make  use  of  his  services.  The  butchers 
attending  the  meeting  expressed  the  view  that  this  arrangement  would  be 


satisfactory  to  them, 


At  first  the  Ministry  of  Pood  refused  to  assign  the  lease  of  the 
slaughterhouse  to  a  private  concern,  stating  that  it  could  only  be  assigned 
to  a  local  authority,  and  arrangements  almost  reached  a  deadlock.  However, 
through  the  services  of  Mr.  W.  Aitken,  M.P.,  who,  at  the  Council’s  request, 
approached  the  Ministry  on  the  matter,  the  lease  was  assigned  to  Mr .Drake 
with  little  time  to  spare  before  the  end  of  rationing.  That  it  was 
imperative  to  keep  the  slaughterhouse  in  operation  to  meet  the  needs  of 
the  district  is  illustrated  later  in  the  report,  where  it  will  be  seen  that 
2,962  animals  wore  slaughtered  in  the  six  months  after  decontrol. 


As  in  previous  years,  a  lOO^t  inspection  of  all  carcases  and  organs  has 
been  maintained,  and  509  visits  were  paid  to  the  slaughterhouse  for  this 
purpose. 

Both  under  Ministry  of  Food  control  and  since,  the  slaughterhouse  and 
equipment  have  been  maintained  in  a  clean  condition.  The  slaughtermen 
previously  employed  remained  the  same,  and  the  thoroughness  of  their 
cleansing  operations  is  a  credit  to  them. 

The  change  over  saw  a  change  in  the  type  of  animals  slaughtered.  Only  18 
cows  (as  distinct  from  steers  or  heifers)  were  slaughtered  during  the  six 
months  ending  31ot  December,  1954?  which  was  4«6^j  of  the  total  cattle 
slaughtered*  In  the  previous  six  months  the  percentage  of  cows  slaughtered 
was  18.3/6.  The  supply  of  beef  was  therefore  of  good  quality.  There  was  an 
extraordinary  increase  in  the  number  of  pigs  slaughtered  under  decontrol, 
the  numbers  being  1,680  as  against  554  in  the  previous  six  months. 

No  cases  of  Cysticercus  Bovis  were  discovered  during  the  year.

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Method  of  disposal  of  condemned  fo od. 

Meat.*  Up  to  the  end  of  June,  meat  condemned  at  the  slaughterhouse 

remained  the  property  of  the  Ministry  of  Food,  and  arrangements 
for  its  disposal  were  made  by  the  Ministry.  The  meat  was  stained 
green  by  the  Slaughterhouse  Manager  before  removal. 

Since  decontrol,  condemned  meat  has  been  stained  green  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector,  and  it  has  been  removed  by  the  same  firm  who 
previously  dealt  with  condemned  meat  for  the  Ministry  of  Food. 
Meat  condemned  at  butcher’s  shops  was  taken  to  the  slaughterhouse 
and  placed  in  the  condemned  meat  store  for  removal  with  the  other 
condemned  meat.
